There are attached hereto the translations from the’VSpanish / 
of three cipher messages* Two of these messages were transmitted by a 
station operating on a frequency of 14,535 kilocycles using the call let¬ 
ters K27 and Jl6 on October 19, 1943 and November 8, 1943 respectively. 
The third message was transmitted by a station operating on a frequency 
of 7849 kilocycles on November 24, 1943 but is the same general type of 
traffic as the two previously mentioned messages* All of these messages 
were received in the Bureau on intercepts from the Federal Communications 
Commission. 

The messages of November 8, 1943 and October 19, 1943 were suc¬ 
cessfully cryptanalyzed by Miss Carol C. Cruikshank who has been in the 
Laboratory just five months. The system was found to be of the general 
type known as the columnar transposition, using a key length of fifteen* 
It was also found that the numerical key for the transposition changed 
for each message which has been solved. 

As. additional information concerning this case is received, 
you will be advised. 

The original intercepts are being retained in the Laboratory* s 
code and cipher file*

I have talked Tilth supervisor Banta in the SIS Section*,j r _ Nease_ 

and he agrees that it v/ould be desirable to ask our men in Mi ss Beabm_ 

Santiago, Chile, to attempt to identify the nature of this Miss Gandx / / 

radio circuit through reference to the names of persons and 

places mentioned in the messages handled. Accordingly, I have * ' 

prepared the attached letter for transmittal, subject to your 
approval. 

This circuit has not been heard since the first of 
this month although attempts are being made to locate it again. 

As you -will recall, direction finding bearings furnished 
by the FCC indicate that these stations are on the west coast 
of south America and possibly in Chile. In message of January 22, 

1944? transmitted over this network, the cities VALDIVIA and 
TRAIGUEN are mentioned. These are both Chilean cities and would 
tend to place these operations in that country. In another message 
transmitted on the same date, the^ADIO KACIONAL DE AGRICULTURA . 
is mentioned and reference to the Berne Radio List discloses that 
the/BOCIEDAD NACIONAL DE AGRICULTURA, SANTIAGO operates two radio 
stations in Santiago. This, then, would be another indication that 
the activities of this network are at least partly centered in 
Chile. The question is still present, however, as to the actual 
identity of the network over which these messages are being 
passed, it being borne in mind that the call letters used do not 
appear in any of the standard reference lists. 



ADDENDUM: It would be very helpful 
if we could either establish that this 
is an authentic circuit and then we 
could drop further consideration of it 
or that it is clandestine, in vihich 
event we v/ould probably continue our 
i nterest.

Through the Office of the Military Attache, it was dis¬ 
creetly ascertained that the call letters J16 were undoubtedly used 
by one of the official Chilean Army radio stations. It i-vas further 
learned that the following letters are used by radio stations of 
the Chilean armed forces: A, B, C, D, F, G, J, K, L, N, P, Q, R, 

V, U, W, Y, Z. The letters are followed by two numbers, and these 
numbers are varied from day to day. The Military Attache's office 
stated that all information relative to the frequency and location 
of these Chilean Army stations is on- file with the Federal Commu¬ 
nications Commission in Washington. The Chilean coordination staff 
considers the matter of these call letters as ooorot t 

It is noted that practically all of the names set forth 
in reference letter are names of Army officers, including General 
Espinosa, Commander in Chief of the Chilean Army, and General 
Benedetti, Director of Personnel of the Army.
